Government to avoid, and would giye 
serious offense to the Turkish Gov- 
ernment and probably to other Euro- 
pean powers.

In both customs and internal 
revenue ' branches receipts have fallen 
below the receipts of the McKinley law 
in the corresponding period of its his- 
tory. 


This Is more suprising because of 


the enormous Increase, In importations. 
Customs receipts in the first two and a 
half years of the Wilso law fell $100,- 
000,000 in round numbers below the 
customs receipts In the first two and 
a half years of the McKinley law.

The country is 
clearly opposed to any needless additions 
to the subjects of International taxation, 
and Is committed by its latest popular 
utterance to the system of tariff taxation. 
There can be no misunderstanding, either, 
about the principle upon which this tariff 
taxation shall be levied.

In 
entering upon the duties of the office to 
which I have been chosen, I feel a pe- 
culiar delicacy, for I am aware your 
body with whom for a time I will be as- 
sociated has had but a small voice in the 
selection of its presiding officer, and that 
I am called upon to conduct your delib- 
erations, while not perhaps your choice 
in point of either merit or fitness. 
It will be my constant effort to aid 


you, so far as I may, In all reasonable 
expedition of the business of the Senate, 
and I may be permitted to express the 
belief that such expedition is the hope of 
the country. 
All the interests of good 


government and the advancement toward 
a higher and better condition of things, 
call for prompt and positive legislation 
at your hands. To obstruct the rtffular 
course of wise and prudent legislative ac- 
tion after the fullest and freest discus- 
sion is neither consistent with true sena- 
torial courtesy, conducive to the welfare 
of the people, nor in compliance with 
their just expectations. While assisting 
in the settlement of the grave questions 
which devolve upon the Senate, it will be 
Jny endeavor to so guide its deliberations 
that its wisdom may be made fruitful in 
works, whilst at the same time exercis- 
ing such fairness and impartiality within 
the rulus of the Senate as shall deserve 
at least your good opinion for the 'sin- 
cerity of my effort. 


Unfamiliar with your rules and manner 


of procedure. 1 can only promise that I 
will bring all the ability I possess to the 
faithful discharge of every duty as it 
may develove upon me, relying always 
upon your suggestions, your advice <anrl

How a Father Kept His 


Promise. 


On Monday last arrangements were 


completed 
by which the 
beautiful 


Wilder home, Eskbank, on Judd street, 
was given by Mrs. Wilder to her son 
Samuel G. Wilder, and his wife. A 
bit of the history of the building of the 
home might not be amiss ia this con- 
nection. 


One Sunday morning in the month of 


September, 1880, and when the Wilder 
family were at their home in Waikikl 
(the 
present Young residence) the 


children who were playing 
on the 


beach, sighted the wreck of the 
Esk- 


bank off Diamond Head. 


The late S. G. Wilder ordered his 


horses harnessed at once and inform- 
ed his family before leaving that he 
intended buying the wreck and that 
with the money he made therefrom, a 
fine home should be built for them. 
Then he went into town and out to the 
wreck, on a steamer. Negotiations were 
not long pending and the wreck be- 
came the property o'f S. G. Wilder. 
The returns were well worth 
the 


trouble and the money obtained there- 
from was put into the home which he 
faithfully promised his family to build. 


A house was soon started and the 


! beautiful home on Judd street given 
the name of Eskbank. In the mean- 
time Mrs. Wilder and her children had 
gone to Boston and upon their return 
there stood their home, the creation of 
the best architects of that day in Ho- 
nolulu. 
There is just a bit remaining to close 


this brjef history of Eskbank. Above 
the front entrance to the home Is the. 
stern piece of vthe Eskbank, with the 
letters forming the name that is so 
beloved by the Wilder family.

•Situation of Exceeding Delicacy- 


Russia Getting Tired of 


the Delay. 


LONDON, March 2.—It Is no -longer 


possible to deny that the situation In the 
East has become one of the utmost grav- 
ity. The Cretan crisis is rapidly growing 
into the larger question of the fate of the 
Ottoman empire, and it is becoming 
-strongly probable that its radical solu- 
tion will speedily be forced upon Europe. 
It repeatedly has been declared by Salis- 
bury and other high authorities during 
the past year that the only possible solu- 
tion of this question is by the sword. It 
is only a week ago that Balfour assured 
the Cmomons In the most solemn lan- 
guage that a general European war was 
inevitable if it attempted the partition 
of the Turkish Empire. 


The exact limits of the long-pending 
agreement of the 'powers were made 
known tonight. It was decided to send 
two notes to the Greek Government. The 
flrst. which was delivered in Athens this 
evening, requests Greece to withdraw 
her troops and fleet from Crete within 
six days. No threats are made in this 
communication. If, however, the man- 
•date be disobeyed, a second note will be 
dispatched notifying her of the inten- 
tion to employ coercion unless the de- 
mand is promptly complied with. 
It is now a matter of practical certain- 
ty and understood by the powers them- 
selves that Greece will refuse to yield to 
either request or threat. It is expected 
further that in the event oT any pres- 
sure whatever from the powers Greece 
will declare war- "against Turkey, and 
within a few days begin a. campaign In 
Macedonia and Thessaly. It is virtually 
admitted that the powers are not pre- 
pared for any such exigency, and it is 
scarcely hoped they_ will be able to deal 
with it in harmony. In fact, it Is now 
an open secret that they haye been able 
to reach the present point of agreement 
only with the greatest difficulty, and that 
the bonds which hold them together at 
this moment are of the weakest descrip- 
tion, 
t 
The situation, indeed, is so threatening 
that the Government made it known pri- 
vately to the leaders of the opposition to- 
day, so it is stated in the lobbies of the 
hotels, that it would be unwise and un- 
patriotic to embarrass them by serious 
criticism. The debate on" Crete, there- 
fore, was opened by Harcourt in a speech 
so mild and colorless that it astonished 
his followers until the explanation was 
privately circulated. It should be added 
that many members of the opposition do 
not share the Government's belief that 
a peneral war will follow hostilities be- 
tween Greece and Turkey in the Balkans. 
Several days of Inactivity, at all events, 
may be expected before any decisive steps 
arc" taken, and the tension may relax 
in the interval. 
Great Britain, meantime, following the 
example of Russia, has begun extraor- 
dinary preparations for any eventuality. 
TMppatchos from all the navy yards* in 
tlio kingdom tonight say that work has 
"boon hpRun in every department on even 
a greater scale than when the flying- 
-squadron was suddenly equipped for sea 
a year ago.

LONDON, Marrh 2.—A Cretan blue hook

IS9<>. It is chiefly Interesting as going to 
show Lord Salisbury's steady refusal to 
accept Count Goluchowski's proposal to 
blockade Crete in the event that Greece 
should disregard the collective note of 
the powers demanding a stoppage of the 
importation of arms and the sending of 
volunteers Into Crete. 
Count GoluchowskI expresses great re- 
gret at the attitude of Lord Salisbury, 
and the fear that further massacres will 
result. It appears that Lord Salisbury 
contended that It was not an even-handed 
policy to use the fleets of the powers 
against the Cretans and only diplomatic 
remonstrances against the Sultan. 
As far back as September, Lord Salis- 
bury virtually advocated autonomy for 
Crete, and declared he could only join 
a coercive measure against Greece In case 
she should make a hostile attack upon 
the integrity of the Turkish empire.

LONDON, March 1.— In the House of 
Commons today Sir Charles Wentworth 
Dilke asked the Government, whether they 
had any Information that/" the King of 
Corea is under the protection of Russia;

In a speech at Birmingham, Eng. 


November 13, 1896, Mr. Chamberlain 
Colonial Secretary, said: 


"I should be perfectly prepared t 


admit that if other nations would onl; 
stand aside it might have been wise- 
that vre should have proceeded raor 
gradually, that we should have devel 
oped the countries that we already pos 
sessed before seeking this vast exten 
slon. But there was no appearance o 
such an inclination on the part oi othe 
nations. I can truly say that we wer 
not the flrst or the most eager to move 
but if we had remained passive wha 
would have happened? Is it not a 
certain as that we are sitting here tha 
the greater part of the continent o 
Africa would have been occupied b> 
our commercial rivals, who would hav 
proceeded, as the first act of their pol 
icy, to close this great potential -mar 
ket to British trade? Let me make on 
remark here, the proper consideration 
of which would, I think, do very muc: 
to modify that Jealousy with which 
undoubtedly foreign nations regan 
our extension. My remark is this 
That we, in our colonial policy, as fas 
as we get new territory and develop 
it, develop it as trustees of civilization 
for the commerce of the world. We of 
fer in all these markets over which ou 
flag floats the same opportunities, the 
same open field to foreigners that we 
offer to our own subjects, and upon th> 
same terms. 


And in that policy we stand alone 


because ev^ry other nation, as fast as 
it acquires new territory—acting abovi 
all in the interest of the countries tha- 
they administer—every other nation 
seeks at once to secure the monopoly 
for its own products by preferentia 
and artificial methods. Under these cir- 
cumstances, I say, it was a matter of 
life and death to us that we shoulc 
not be forestalled in these markets 
of the future to which we may have 
learned to look for the extension o; 
our trade, and even for the subsistence 
of our people, and in considering the 
results of our policy, I think we Brit- 
ons—I must not say Englishmen, be- 
cause my Scotch friends would think I 
was excluding them from a field indeed 
in which they have taken even more 
than their fair share—but I say thai 
the results of onr policy are results 
upon which we Britons can look back 
wiih satisfaction. It is interesting to 
notice that we alone have been success- 
ful in making these acquisitions prof- 
itable. Every addition to the colonial 
possessions of France or of Germany 
adds immediately, and continues to 
add, to the latest date, a heavy burden 
upon the taxpayers of the 
mother 


country. Whereas in our case all our 
colonies and territories are either self- 
supporting from the first or become 
self-supporting in a very short space of 
time, the French colonies and the Ger- 
i.inn colonies seem somehow or other to 
rail to attract any commercial and civ- 
ilian population. I think the recent of- 
ficial returns of the German Empire 
show that in their colonies, which ex- 
tend over more than a million square 
miles, there are less than 700 civilian 
Germans—less, in fact, than there are 
of that nationality in many of our own 
colonies. While in the foreign colon- 
ies no population 
from the mother 


country is attracted, in our colonies we 
find that settlement proceeds gaily, and 
they take off all our most adventur- 
ous spirits and relieve us of some of 
our surplus population. And I think I 
may go further and say that this sys- 
tem, while it is certainly satlsfactory 
to ourselves, is productive of advant- 
ages to the people over whom we exer- 
cise control. It is said that you cannot 
make omelettes without breaking eggs. 
You cannot exercise control over sav- 
age countries which previous to your 
arrival have been in a state of constant 
anarchy and disorder without occasion- 
ally coming into conflict with their 
savage rulers and having to shed some 
blood; but I say that universally it has 
proved to be the case that after a 
time we have secured the pacification 
of the country, we hay© put an end to 
the tribal conflict which has previously 
interfered with progress, we have de- 
stroyed those slave-raiding expeditions 
which have been fatal to commerce, 
and we have secured the permanent 
improvement of the country and the 
increase of the population. Now that 
is a statement which I believe applies 
universally to all the new acquisitions 
which we have made on the continent 
of Africa, and I cannot help thinking 
that it justifies even that large exten- 
sion of territory which has been forced 
upon us."

Reuter's Agent Proposes 


New Contract. 


Japan Lies Outside Circle of Tele- 


gaphlc Communication 


of World. 


Apropos of the Pacific cable scheme 


for supplying news to the far East, the 
Japan Mail, in its issue of Feb. 24, 
presents some facts showing the value 
of the present system to Yokohama. 
The aritcle in the Mail on the subject 
is occasioned by a circular issued by 
the agent of Reuter's Telegram Com- 
pany on the expiration of the contracts 
entered into with the Gazette and the 
Mail. The proposition in the circular 
Is that should sufficient private sup- 
port, at $100 per annum for each sub- 
scriber, be forthcoming, new arrange- 
ments could be made for supplying te- 
legraphic news of the chief events of 
the world. By the new arrangements, 
each subscriber would receive private 
information of all the events 
prior 


to their appearance In the papers. 


The Mail says that during the past 


year the public has received telegrams 
from Shanghai, reperesenting an out- 
lay 
of 600 yen 
monthly. 
Of that 


amount 400 yen was paid by the Japan 
Gazette, the Japan Herald, and vari- 
ous subscribers, and 200 yen by the 
Japan Mall. 
We ourselves never be- 


lieved in the wisdom of the arrange- 
ment. Japan lies outside the circle 
of telegraphic facilities. It costs four 
times as much to have a message wired 
Irom Shanghai to Yokohama as it 
costs Shanghai to procure the same 
message from Hongkong. 
Shanghai, 


In short, lies at the end of a chain of 
stations—Hongkong, Singapore, Col- 
ombo, etc. 
each of which contri- 


butes to defray the expense of trans- 
mitting a commonly useful telegram 
from London, and all have the advan- 
tage of a special press ra'te. One ob- 
vious result is that these places re- 
ceive from Europe items of news not 
too dear at six pence a word. When, 
however, Yokohama is invited-io pay 
two shillings a word for the same 
intelligence, sent across from Shang- 
hai, the question whether correspond- 
ing value is obtained for the quad- 
rupled charge 
becomes well 
worth 


considering- 
The experience of the 


past twelve months seems sufficient to 
fur'ush an answer. Has the commun- 
ity received a fair equivalent, or any- 
thing like a fair equivalent, for the 
heavy outlay involved? 


Of course Reuter's Agents in Shang- 


hai and Yokohama have spared no 
pains in performing the service, but 
the point is that the material avail- 
able for transmisison to 'Yokohama 
was, in great part, not worth the cost 
of transmitting it. 
So long as the 


present scale of rates remains un- 
changed, the sensible plan, we ven- 
ture to think, is to procure the cream 
only of the Shanghai telegrams. If 
the whole of the telegraphic news re- 
ceived there from London were for- 
warded to Japan, the expense would 
be about a thousand 
yen monthly. 


Yokohama has, therefore, been get- 
ting six-tenths of the service approxi- 
mately, during the past vear, and has 
been paying for it renrlv two and " 
half timp= as much as Phanehai p^T

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The Hawaiian Coffee Planters' Asso- 


ciation met In Firemen's Hall last Sat- 
urday evening and there was a good 
attendance, and the purposes of these 
meetings were freely entered upon 
says the Hilo Tribune of March 6th 
President Grossman was in the chair 
and A. M. Wilson secretary. After the 
preliminaries, 
business and reports 


were disposed of, a lively exchange of 
ideas as to pruning, topping and plant- 
ing followed, and so varied were the 
recommendations, 
so many 
different 


conditions and effects resulting that 
the Tribune scribe could not keep track 
of them, which is very regrettable. A 
number agreed that cultivation and 
enriching the soil produced more vig- 
orous trees, and vigorous trees were 
not materially influenced by red spider 
and kindred parasites that flourish up- 
on weaker stock. The planting of trees 
for windbreaks should be done with 
care, for such greedy feeders as the 
banana flourished at the expense of the 
neighboring coffee trees. It was evi- 
dent that cultivation of the soil is gain- 
ing in favor, for all who are doing it 
see a vast improvement in their trees. 
The sweetening of the soil by turning 
it up to the sun, free and friable, turn- 
ing under the sods, is taking the place 
of the littered field wherever it is pos- 
sible to do so. Drainage of fields was 
recommended wherever practical, as it 
was another means by percolation o; 
sweetening the land, in preference to 
evaporation by the sun. Forking the. 
soil around the trees where the cultiva- 
tor had not reached was advocated, 
and particularly is this desirable in 
there fields where no cultivation was 
carried on, owing to the surface beine 
covered by logs and limbs. It has been 
observed in Olaa that the red spider 
confined his operation to trees onl> 
under two years and a half old, and 
when that oee was passed the tree* 
seemed to enjoy immunity from this 
pest. 


One planter, whose opinions are held 


in great esteem, who holds that exten- 
sive cultivation is most essential to 
success, warned his listeners that dis- 
turbing or tearing the roots worked an 
injury to the trees and did not seem 
to be able to suggest how cultivation 
of the land and avoidnnce of the root? 
was to be accomplished. [Note' This 
same difficulty has been experienced 
in California, where irrigation was in 
vogue, and at first too much water wa? 
used, which resulted in the tree roots 
confining themselves to the surface 
soils. Deeper ditches were tried with 
success, and a systematic pruning of 
roots of all trees at time of planting. 
It is recognized to be a fact that the 
shape of a tree can be largely influ- 
enced or controlled by the manner and 
method of root pruning, and in wet 
districts where the tendency of trees 
were toward surface roots the custom 
is to prune off the laterals and give 
care to the setting downward of the 
tpp root. Drainage is also of great 
vTlue, as it will lower the moisture and 
the roots will inhabit lower levels, 
pnd then cultivation of the land does 
not threaten the life of the roots.] 


A discussion as to results in planting 


out nursery followed, and a great va- 
r.ety of experiences were offered, and 
every known <=eed had proven good and 
bad, which seemed to mean that the 
condition of the seed must be carefully 
looked after. There seems to be no 
particular season bnst 
adapted for 


planting seed, as it grows immediately 
and flourishes continuously. It is rec- 
ommended 
that 
holeing 
the 
land 


should be done sometime in "advance of 
setting out the trees, that the proper 
chemical changes in the soil be accom- 
plished before tampinc; back the filling 
soils. 


"What are we going to do with our 


coffee?" was asked. "Who is going to 
clean it and market it?" It was report- 
ed that the Hilo Electric Light Com- 
pany had changed their plans about 
putting up a cleaning plant, bnt would 
bo pleased to furnish power for the 
name. It was evident thnt there hn? 
been considerable debate on the out- 
side of this meeting on this question,

QUARANTINE 


Investigation Continued IF Gov- 


ernment. 


EXCITEMENT IN POLICE CIRCLES 


One Squad of 
Officers 


Sent Over to Keep Order. 


Everything^Quiet But Trouble Was 


Feared-Investigation Will Con- 


tinue Uninterrupted 


Nobody hurt! 
Shortly after 8 o'clock last night the 


telephone bell at the police station 
jingled merrily to the tune of: "Send 
10 policemen over to the quarantine 
station immediately!" It was Jack Mc- 
Veigh's melodious voice, and while, 
there was in- It no ring of agitation, 
still, there became communicated to 
the police station a touch of agitation 
extraordinary, which resulted in Lieut- 
enant Wells of the Mounted Patrol ex- 
ecuting a Paul Revere ride through the 
city. The first place he struck was the 
Inter-Island wharf, and, obeying a 
command, a policeman came tumbling 
out of the deep shadows, fingering his 
ciub nervously. 


"Go up, to the police station!" came 


the command. Perpetual motion was 
set to work in connection with this 
officer and others, and before long 10 
stalwart policemen, were at the sta- 
tion, as well as a crowd of about 100 
others, who gathered about the doors, 
calling for guns to quell the disturb, 
ance, in what locality they knew not. 


The hurrying of the policemen to 


the station attracted the attention of 
pedestrians, and rumors of war among 
the Japanese at quarantine were quick- 
ly circulated. 
One excited individual 


rushed among the crowd and informed 
each individual that the entire lot of 
Japanese 
had 
escaped 
from 
the 


grounds and that the police were re- 
quired to capture them. This rumor 
obtained credence all over the city, 
though it was entirely without founda- 
tion. 
Next came the rush to the boat land- 


ing of 10 policemen, who piled into 
the- boats tied there without fear of 
even a bath in the water. A pull of a 
very few minutes landed them on the 
pier of the quarantine station wharf, 
and then came a quick march to the 
island. 
There they were met by Jack Mc- 


Veigh and assigned to the various 
pests, relieving the regular guards and 
specials. They took their places as 
ordered and shortly afterwards, Lieut- 
enant Wells, all dressed for war, came 
stalking down to the station to take 
command of his men, according to ord- 
ers from police headquarters. 


The police officers were required to 


deposit their guns in a safe place, and 
to hang their cartridge belts on top of 
them, as it was thought by authorities 
at the quarantine station that the sight 
of these might stir the Japanese into 
a turbulent mood. Clubs were handed 
the men with the brass buttons, who 
not being used to such light weapons 
made somewhat of an objection, but 
when they saw the quiet mood of the 
Japanese immigrants they concluded 
that their hard fists might suffice to 
jjuell any. disturbance. 


They took their posts, and the other 


guards, tired out from hearing the 
beating of the waves and the uncertain 
babel of many voices from the town 
stole away to their blankets among 
the mosquitoes. 


While all this was going on there 


was a more sober scene in the fumigat- 
ing room, where, seated around the ta- 
ble was a council of investigation, of 
which J. A. Magoon was president. To 
his right sat a young attorney, while 
on the other side of the dimly burn- 
ing kerosene lamp were Messrs. Mc- 
Stocker and Stratemeyer of the Custom 
House, Stenographer McMahon and a 
Japanese agent. Behind these latter 
was Chester Doyle, who tapped the 
Japanese., immigrants gently on the 
back ancf bade them, under oath, an- 
swer the questions required of them_ 
These were the beginning of the 535 
emigrants, who were rejected by the 
authorities, and into whose cases the 
Government were carrying on an in- 
vestigation, which will probably last 
today, tomorrow and the next da.y. 


It was a very grim council that. Ev- 


en Chester Doyle refrained from a 
smile, and Josh Tucker, on the outside 
uttered a melancholy cry of distress 
No dinner had yet been served. 


However, the police were busy do 


ing their work, and about 11 o'clock 
while the authorities were still ques- 
tioning Japanese, a squad of five more 
men with Captain Parker in charge, ar- 
rived on the 
scene. Two men 
in 


charge-of Lieutenant Needham were 
sent back. It was learned at a late 
hour last night and the police and a 
squad of regulars from the barracks 
would remain for two or three days at 
the quarantine station, or until the in- 
vestigation into the cases of the re- 
jected Japanese lias bern completed 
bv the Government 


Rumors of an uprising amonp the 


Japanese were rife in town last ni<?ht, 
and probably not until this morning 
will some too sanguine people hol'eve 
that "nobody was hurt."

The "official investigation" 
at the 


quarantine station on Tuesday night 
•was merely a duplicate, or to be more 
correct, a quadruplicate of the first. 
Each immigrant upon whom there was 
a suspicion of crookedness in the mat- 
ter of his or her landing was put 
through a rigid examination and when 
he had answered all the questions, he 
didn't know where he was at. Of the 
entire lot less than a hundred passed 
muster and those who did run the 
gauntlet of legal or vain questions 
without being scarred were allowed to 
pack their blankets and go up town 
and see their cousins yesterday noon. 


Among the Japanese kamaainas, 


those who have lived here from six 
months to as many years, the action 
of the Government is not looked upon 
with any degree of favor. 
One of 


these, a 
merchant of considerable 


standing in the colony thought the 
position of the Government most ex- 
traordinary. In speaking of the ex- 
citement caused on Tuesday night by 
sending a detail of police to quarantine 
island, he said: 


"The Hawaiian Government claims 


that the landing of the Japanese im- 
migrants at quarantine station does 
not constitute a legal landing m the 
Hawaiian Islands. Suppose the Japan- 
ese should kick up a row there, whai 
jurisdiction would the Governmem 
have over them? I wish they would 
start a fight," continued the 
little 


brown fellow, "just to have the thing 
decided. But there won't be any trou- 
ble, I am sure. These men have been 
in quarantine the limit of time, anc 
they know it, and want to get out. I: 
they should become surly I could not 
blame them. 


"Suppose 600 or more Americans 


were prevented landing in Japan, and 
kept on a sandy beach, beyond the lim- 
it of time required by law. Do you no 
think the authorities at Washington 
would take pretty prompt 
action 


That is what the Japanese Govern- 
ment should do. The main objection 
to these men is the fact that they were 
gi\en the necessary $50, instead of 
earning it at some trade.

WAS FOUND DEAD 


Alex. Gray, a Consumpt- 


ive, Shoots Himself. 


Deed Committed With Parlor Ritle. 


Found Lylritf in Coach 


House. 


Alexander Graj, a \oimg man 26 


yt>;u;- of age, committed suicide by 
shooting himself in the mouth, some- 
time between 9 o'clock and midnight 
last night. 


Deceased was an engineer by pro- 


fession, but has been too ill from con- 
sumption for two years past to do any 
work. During most of that time he 
has 
lived with his 
uncle, William 


Auld, at Palama. His father, George 
Gray, who at one time was manager 
for Alexander Cleghorn, is the young 
man's father. 


Deceased was in rather better spirits 


than usual yesterday, and retired about 
9 p. m. At midnight one of the mem- 
bers of Mr. Auld's family had occa- 
sion to get up to administer toothache 
drops to a boy who was suffering. 
To get the medicine it was necessary 
to pass through Gray's room. .It was 
found empty, and his night dress was 
on a chair. At the same time it was 
noticed that a 32-caliber parlor rifle 
was missing from the room. 


Other members of the family were 


called, and suspicion that something 
was wrong dawned upon them. George 
Lucas, clerk of the Supreme Court, 
and a relative of Mr. Auld's, was tele- 
phoned to, and he came out and joined 
the search through 
the yar3. The 


man's slippers were found near the 
coach house, and Mr. Lucas pursued 
his search into the carriage house, and 
there found the body fully dressed, 
and with the rifle at his side. He had 
fastened a string to the trigg°r and 
put his foot through the loop. The 
ball had passed through the roof of the 
mouth, evidently resulting in instant 
death. 


Deceased was an Inmate of Queen's 


Hospital for a time, but was discharg- 
ed as incurable. He then went to Niu 
with Mr. Auld, but deriving no benefit 
returned to town and placed himself 
in the hands of a Chinese herb doctor, 
but got no relief. Lately he has been 
using a patent medicine and told bis 
relatives he felt better. 


Young Gray was well known on the 


Island of Maui, where he was born, 
as well as at Honokaa, where he was 
employed.

the pioneer electric lighting and sup- 
ply company of the Hawaiian Islands, 
to he organized by private citizens.

$20,000. The capital stock has since 
been raised to $250,000.

nually, to one of the largest fertilizing 
works on the Islands, the grounds and 
buildings covering nearly five acres of 
land at Iwilei. It is solely through the 
energy displayed by Mr. Cooke that the 
company is in its present prosperous 
condition.

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Big Commission House—Its Fertil-

The great house of H. Hackfeld & 


Co., one ot the largest on the Paciflc 
Ocean side of the world, was estab- 
lished by Captain Henry Hackfeld on 
October 1. 1849. 


Captain Hackfeld was, prior to tiiat 


time, master of a sailing vessel and 
was engaged in trading between China, 
Honolulu 
and the American 
coast. 


Attracted by the business prospects of 
this country, he, having married and 
decided to settle down, left the sea and.

more recently launched is coffee. Of 
the 7000 bags shipped to this market 
last year, the firm handled over 3000, 
or nearly half. They have purchased 
300 acres of fine coffee land near Hilo, 
which will ultimately be devoted io 
the crop. A new warehouse, ground 
accompanied by his young wife and|£or -which wm ije broken next week, 
brother-in-law, J. C. Pflueger, then a' 
lad of 16, came to Honolulu. 


Mr. Hackfeld'a business venture was 


launched in the old storehouse next 
to the establishment of J. T. Water- 
house on Queen street. Four years 
later Mr. Pflueger was taken in as a 
partner. 
Business improved rapidly 


and a move was soon made to the 
house now occupied by Waterhouse's 
crockery store. In the meantime ex- 
tensive shipping interests were built 
up and a branch office was established 
In Germany. 
Mr. Hackfeld bought 


several vessels in the following few 
years, and thus imported his goods in 
his own ships 


In 1861, Mr 
Hackfeld returned to 


Germany to look after the business at 
that end 
of the line, leaving 
Mr. 


Pflueger sole manager here. 
From 


that period the business increased by 
leaps and bounds. 
Enlarging upon 


their shipping enterprise, the firm con- 
trolled the first steamer line between 
San Francisco and Honolulu. In 1875, 
the present 
premises were 
secured 


from the Government and the business 
was transferred to that place. J. C. 
Glade, H. W. Schmidt and others offi- 
ciated as managers at different times 
up to 1S81. During this period Mr. 
Pflueger made several trips to Ger- 
many and finally died there on Octo- 
ber 5, 1883. Mr. Haekfeld died Octo- 
ber 20, 1887, aged 71. 


In 1881, Messrs. H. Hackfeld, J. C. 


Pflueger and J. C. Glade became silent 
partners. At the same time Paul Isen- 
berg, Sr., H. F. Glade and John F. 
Hackfeld, the latter a nephew of the 
original head of the house, entered the 
firm as active partners. 
About the 


same time a number of plantations, 
among them Waianae, were establish- 
ed with their financial aid. In 1889, 
Mr. Schmidt retired, and in 1894, Mr. 
H. F. Glade left the business and re- 
turned to Germany. 


In 1890, Messrs. Heckfeld & Co. be- 


came identified with the Laysan Isl- 
and guano enterprise. This island is 
practically covered over with a rich 
fertilizer. The firm secured a lease of 
the property and then sent vessels 
down to bring the guano to Honolulu. 
A station was established and a num- 
ber of men were sent to the island to 
get the fertilizer in shape for ship- 
ment. For a while the fertilizer was 
handled in its crude state, but it was 
soon seen that it must be chemically 
prepared for the -soil and efforts in 
that direction were begun. The ser- 
vices of Dr. Averdam, an experienced 
chemist, were secured and he directed 
many of the plans which have since 
been carried into effect. While pre- 
paring fertilizers for market, as bert v_ ___ 
he could with the, then, limited facll- ro0ms. 
ities, he planned the great works at 
Kallhi, which promise to furnish ere 
long all the manufactured 'fertilizers 
required by the plantations of this 
country. 
In the latter part of 1893, Messrs. 


Hackfeld & Co. and G. N. Wilcox of 
Kauai organized The Pacific Guano 
and Fertilizer Co., having as its ob- 
ject the manufacture and 
sale of 


standard fertilizers. A site for the 
works of the company was selected in 
a tract of level land at Kalihi, bound- 
ed by the Oahu railway on one side 
and the Government road on the other. 
The plot was covered with kiawe trees, 
some lantana and rocks, and seemed 
at first a trifle uninviting for the en- 
terprise. Ground was broken in March, 
1894. 
Large gangs of men were put 


to work, and soon the place was clear- 
ed and railway sidings where laid to 
the spot where the new buildings were 
to he erected. 


Then, like "Mushrooms in a night," 


the mammoth factory buildings and 
warehouses went up. 
The first one 


was the three-story structure to ac- 
commodate the big acid vats. Next 
came the" manufactory, in which the 
crude stuff is carried through what 
seems an endless chain of machinery, 
until it is pulverized and ready for the 
addition of chemical properties. By the 
side of this was built the engine house, 
containing two of the largest boilers 
in the country. Across the track, in 
front, two immense warehouses vrere 
erected, and another has recently been 
built on the Ewa side. Mauka, front- 
ing on lanes leading to the Govern- 
ment road, are neat 'cottages, about 


dozen in number, occupied by the 


heads of the various departments in 
the works. 
In about six months all the factory 


buildings were tip and the machinery 
was in motion. In the meantime two 
large cargoes of guano had arrived 
from Lajsan Ihland, and on this the 
start was made. The first year about 
fiOOO tons of high grnde fertilizers were 
turned out. But the demand was 'ar 
Ei-enter than the supply, rind a pressim: 


at Waianuenue .and Front street, Hilo, 
will be used largely for receiving and 
storing coffee as it arrives from the 
plantations. - 


A short time ago complete machine- 


ry for preparing the coffee for market 
arrived and will be placed next week. 
A large warehouse to accommodate It, 
and also as a convenience in handling- 
the product, has been erected and is 
now ready for occupancy at the corner 
of Fort and Queen streets, Honolulu. 


The machinery at hands is quite- 


elaborate and will handle all the coffee 
the country will be able to produce in 
years. It consists of a huller, polfsher 
and assorter. The beans are thrown, 
first in the huller and come out clean. 
They are then conveyed to the polishar 
where a more delicate process of clean- 
ing is gone through with. Finally ib» 
grades are separated and fall into 
their respective containers. This lat- 
ter process is beautifully accurate aud 
regulates precisely the coffees handled 
according to market standards. This 
enterprise is new; so new, in fact/that 
no practical results have yet been at- 
tained. It is certain, however, that, 
with the yearly increase of coffee pro- 
duction, it will prove a great suc- 
cess as a business venture as well as 
a great convenience to producers and 
jobbers. 


PLANNING MILL*. 


Good Business Built by Lumber 


Manufacturers. 


Among the manufactories of Hono- 


lulu those connected with the build- 
ing interests of the Islands form a. 
prominent part. Honolulu has several 
well equipped mills for the prepara- 
tion of lumber for building purposes 
and in the number the "Enterprise Mill 
Co.," the principal stockholders being 
Peter High, Dr. J. S. B. Pratt and 
Bernhard Johanson. ^ 


The mill property extends from Ala- 


kea to Richards street below Queen 
and contains all the latest improved 
machinery to be found in any estab- 
lishment of this character. The firm 
employs about thirty skilled carpen- 
ters and men accustomed to handling 
wood working machinery. In addition 
to a large contracting business in the 
construction of buildings the firm exs- 
cutes orders for mill work on lumber 
and ships many thousand feet to points 
on the other islands. The machinery 
is never idle and during the past year 
with the phenomenal Increase in build- 
ing operations the force of men has 
been increased. 
In connection wita 


the mill there is a building devoted 
to use as an office and draughting.

Opposite the mill-just mentioned, J. 


A. Hopper conducts one of a similar 
character. He does not, however, take 
contracts for building, his business- 
being confined principally to mill work 
for carpenters or builders. His en- 
gines are never idle and his employes- 
are always busy.

on Queen Street, nearly opposite Ka- 
ahumanu, and directly fronting the 
boat landing. The building occupied 
by them has two floors and two main 
entrances, the principal one being on 
Queen Street and the other on the 
•water front. 
A notable fact about 


the house today is that it is always 
jammed to the doors with merchan- 
dise, and there is at all times the 
hum and bustle of business within its 
walls. 


The house of M. W. McChesney & 


Sens was established in 1879 by Mat- 
thew Watson McChesney, father and 
grandfather of respectively the present 
proprietors, R. W.-and F. W. and J, 
M McChesney. The elder McChesnoy 
was'a native of New York. He was 
a tanner by trade; and immediately 
upon his arrival in Honolulu establish- 
ed a tannery with a small grocery an- 
nexed to it. This was the beginning 
of the great house forming the subject 
of this sketch. 
For a time the old gentleman was 


assisted In his enterprise by his 'wo 
sons, H. N.-and R. W. McChesnoy. 
In 1888, however, he died at the ripe 
age of 83, nnd the sons came into con- 
trol of the business. A year later H. 
N. McChe^ney sold his interest to his 
brother, and the latter took his sons, 
F. M. nnrt .T. M., into full partnership 
-with him.

a home Industry, and, in a way, a sav- 
ings institution to the town at large. 
Material from which the soap ingre- 
dients are obtained were in former 
years thrown away at the slaugther 
house and elsewhere. Now jt is all 
collected and put to practical used. 
The business 
at Iwilei 
employs a 


number of men at good wages. V. W. 
McChesney is now president of the 
company and principal owner of the 
enterprise. 


Another important enterprise which 


this house has been instrumental in 
launching is the Woodlawn Fruit Co. 
This business is new, but has every 
promise of the success which has at- 
tended all previous ventures made by 
this enterprising firm. A cannery is 
now talked of, and, with this in, the 
business will take the leap forward 
which is confidently expected of it.

A year later a. colony of bees 
swarmed on his place. A day or two 
after hiving them a man came along 
and claimed the bees, but settled for a 
small sum, and from this colony Mr. 
Farnsworth got a start from which 
resulted most of the colonies in Ho- 
nolulu. 


After conducting the business alone 


for a number of years, Mr. Farns- 
worth took in as partners U. Thomp. 
son of Kamehameha School, a prac- 
tical apiarist, and E. W. Jordan, and 
nearly all of their hives are kept in 
the 
neighborhood of Kamehameha, 


the conditions there being excellent 
ifor the purpose. A few hives, how- 
ever, are kept on the Waikiki road 
in the vicinity of the groves of Al- 
geroba trees, the blossoms of which 
furnish an excellent quality of honey. 


In 1885 Thomas Rewcastle decided 


to embark in the business, and pur- 
chased a stand 
of bees from Mr. 


Farnsworth. He has today about 300 
hives, 200 of which he keeps in Pawaa 
and 100 hives on Kinau street. During 
the past few years he has found a 
fairly profitable market for his honey 
in Liverpool and Londort, shipping 
his product through Theo. H. Davies 
& Co. 


Mr. Rewcastle states that in 1896 


he averaged between 45 and 50 pounds 
of honey per hive, but in good years 
the average will reach 60 pounds. His 
colonies are located in places conveni- 
ent to algeroba trees, and his honey 
is consequently of a beautiful white 
variety. 
Sometimes his bees go off 


among the lantana, and the result is 
honey of a darker shadf 
and less 


sweet. 


Mr. Rewcastle considers that the 


radius of the flight of bees is about 
a mile and a half, and he believes that 
rival bee men make a mistake when 
they put their hives at a shorter dis- 
tance than that from their neighbors. 
The bees in Honolulu produce honey 
only during May, June, July and 
August, and as the feeding grounds 
are limited the business of growing 
honey in the Hawaiian Islands is al- 
ready overdone. The foreign market 
is blockaded with a duty of 3 cents 
a pound in England and 10 cents a 
gallon for honey going into the Unit- 
ed States. In Honolulu the market is 
limited, the sales not amounting to 
$20 per month. 


The business being limited, Mr. 


Rewcastle thinks the bee men of Ho- 
nolulu should consolidate and pro- 
tect each other, as they do in Califor- 
nia. Aside from the algeroba and a 
few flowers, the only honey bearing

The Elite Ice Cream Parlor, of which 


James Steiner is proprietor, besides 
furnishing sandwiches and coffee to 
the hungry, ices and soda water to 
the thirsty and chewing gum to 
little maidens, has within its walls the 
most modern machinery for the manu 
facturing of candies of all sorts an< 
conditions, from the fancy creams, wit! 
fruits or nuts, to plain every-day but 
ter scotch. 
From a small beginning this factory 


has developed into one, the product o 
which is sufficient to stock every store 
on the Islands. Mr. Steiner does a 
large retail business, his goods being 
fresh every day, and. in addition to 
this, his wholesale trade is with four 
fifths of the stores on the Islands. He 
furnishes all of the plantation stores 
as well as the Chinese dealers am 
white store-keepers on the other Isl 
ands. 


Candies for shipment to the othe 


Islands are packed in buckets, after th 
manner of the manufacturers of the 
United States. These buckets, howev 
er, are confined to use for stick and 
ibroken candy. The finer grades ar 
packed in jars and the best Frencl 
candies in boxes. For the dealers in 
candy, Mr. Steiner's specialty is "sta 
pie candies," and. being fresh, are con 
sequently more saleable than importe 
goods, which reach here many week 
after they leave the factories in th 
East.

Holcomb had no business and lived

Often 
he would patrol Fort street carrying a 
double-barrel shot-gun and with a 
game baa; hanging from his shoulders. 


On such occasions it was noticed that 


he would leave the town and make a 
trip to the mountains. Tantalus being 
a favorite spot. He mingled much with 
tlio natives, and in his conversations 
with them he would caution them 
against going over the mountains by 
way of Tantalus, telling ihem that 
there wns a bear up there that would 
ent them up.

"Regarding 
the honey producing 


plants here, every one, including the 
celebrated White Mountain sage, that 
which has made California honey fa- 
mous the world over, has been tried 
here, and so has the basswood tree 
from Ohio, but without success. Ha- 
waiian honey has been on the market 
for twenty years. It is a fair color, 
with a good taste. Recent shipments 
to thr English market haye brought 
21-2 to 31-2 cents a pound. The 
small area on- which bees can be culti- 
vated is a great drawback to the ex- 
tension of the business. The lantana, 
too, 
which covers so much of our 


waste lands, produces honey much too 
dark for consumption.
